Whatever the result of voting in the UN^ may be and whatever the answers 
of the democratic statesmen, the speeches of Vishineky and Manuilsky will 
be analysed and discussed in every party unit arid cell, printed a nd reprinted, 
and as such used in canvassing among the people. 


The chief aim ins i de the US 1 is to alienate the "broad masses" from the 
Government so that, in the event of future war, they would in greater or 
lesser degree refuse to fight or obey orders and would be encouraged to 
sabotage. It should, be noted that the present attacks on the US will cre- 
ate a real hysteria among the people in the Soviet orbit, and possibly the 
propaganda is aimed at furnishing beforehand a reason for a political ooup 
in combating the Marshall Plan or perhaps a reason for taking over by viol- 
«»e tb* Government in sane country. The attack on the US is in form and 
content so strong and so much without any niceties that it is impossible 
that it has only, tactical purposes to achieve even small gains in internat- 
ional conferences. The arousing of feeling internally to such a pitch is 
something so grave that the Soviet leaders would not dare to do it without 
a hope of aohieving adequate results.
